Mocking the La,w. 


The" abolition of capital punishment has been an issue in 


(his country for some years, and some;.jo,f the statesjiave done 
away with it and substituted life imp;fi^nnieiu:i|s™ejpenalty 
for murder. All are familiar with the^afgiiiMntfSMh^se who 
believe that capital punishment should no .longeiftp^inflicted. 
One is that society has.ho right to take human life under any 
circumstances—wan always excepled of course—that protec- 
tion of society is all we have the right lo seek, that life impris- 
onment will afford as adequate-protection as the death penalty 
arid that consequently,the latter should be abolished as incon- 


, sistent,'with'Christianity-and modern-civilizatiou. 
. 
; 


Without dwelling upon the merits or demerits of this con- 


tention it is in order to note that life imprisonment has already 
come to mean anything it may happen to mean in any indi- 
vidual case. 
It may mean imprisonment for any length of 


' time, from a few years lo a 'term such as is often imposed for 
horse stealing or burglary, but it is very rapidly ceasing to 
mean confinement for life. 
It is not necessary to turn to the 


pardoning record of Governor Cole Blease of Georgia for 
confirmation of this statement. . In the different',states there 
aie frequent pardons and paroles of murderer's: 'Readers of 
the newspapeis are aware of the truth pf this. 


And Massachusetts, a state that prides itself in being a leader 


in all that tends to the elevation, of society and the progress 
of the country and the world, has just given a.conspicuous ex- 
ample in the line of turning the punishment for murder into a 
mockery. In 1912 a man in that state was sentenced to in> 
prisonment for life for the brutal murder of his wife while in a 
drunken frenzy. There was'not a single mitigating circum- 
stance unless drunkenness is to be regarded as an excuse for 
ciime. The executive council has now, on the advice of the 
board,40f pardons, commuted his sentence to a minimum of 
18 years, which makes impossible to release him at once on 
parole. 
' 
. 


This is not a proper enforcement of law, and it would be 


idle lo contend that it is. Prating about "civilization" does 
not conceal (he fact that it is'a plain mockery of justice and 
common sense. What wonder is it that witlrsiich a state of 
things the United Stales should lead the world in the preva- 
lence of murdei, as it does. 
. 


It is a condition not to be proud of; rather is it a cause for 


fllarm. , With the authorities temporizing with the most se- 
rious of all crimes in this manner is it any wonder that the red 
crest of anarchy so often shows itself? The subject of murdei 
'ami its punishment deserves very serious consideration in this 
"country today. , 


Quite recently a prominent speaker declared that the social 


condition of the farmers in this country is to be rapidly ad- 
va'ncedj and so soon comes verification of the prediction. In 
a'ceha'in-farming town.fir-Massachusetts a strike of farm lab- 
orers has been in progress for some days/- The strikers are 
weakening and many-of them have returned to work, never- 
theless the incident must be recognized by agriculturists as a 
"handwriting on the wall," with corresponding "social ad- 
Vancement."
